This  organization  helps 
the  community  by  spon- 
sering  various  benificial 
events.  Led  by  the  Cam- 
pus Ministry  office  the 
Samairtians  have  put  on 
events  like  a  walk  for 
Alzheimer's  and  a  trip  to 
the  Dominican  Republic. 
The  Samaritians  help  to 
increase  the  spiritual 
awareness  of  the  campus. 
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Despite  much  resistance  against  the 
establishment  of  a  Black  Greek  or- 
ganization, seven  brave,  young  col- 
lege men  were  undaunted  in  spirit 
and  belief  to  form  the  first  Black  fra- 
ternity in  history.  As  a  result  of  their 
perseverance,  these  seven,  high- 
spirited,  young  men  founded  Alpha 
Phi  Alpha  on  December  4,  1906  at 
Cornell  University  in  Ithaca,  New 
York. 

The  local  chapter  of  Alpha  Phi  Alpha 
is  called  the  Rho  XL  The  founding  of 
this  chapter  has  many  parallels  to 
the  national  founding.  Rho  Xi  was  the 
first  Black  fraternity  at  Saint  Leo  Col- 
lege and  it  too  was  founded  in  order 
to  enhance  the  brotherhood  of  Black 
males  on  a  predominantly  White 
campus. 
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Gamma  Upsilon  is  a  local  so- 
rority that  had  a  founding  date 
of  December  3,  1992.  The 
members  pride  themselves  on 
a  long  history  of  tradition  that 
dates  back  to  their  days  as  the 
national  sorority  Alpha  Omi- 
cron  Pi.  These  women  stand 
for  sisterhood,  loyalty  to  Saint 
Leo,  and  commitment  to  ex- 
cellence. Their  colors  are  Car- 
dinal Red  and  White  that  rep- 
resent their  innocence,  purity, 
and  goodness.  Beth  Savick 
said  "We  may  have  lost  Greek 
week,  but  we  are  still  number 
This  qoute  holds  true  in 
their  well  known  motto  'Simply 
the  Best' 
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Pi  Lambda  Phi  was  founded  in  1895  as 
the  first  non-discriminatory  and  non- 
sectarian  fraternity  in  the  United  States. 
This  Fraternity  had  the  wisdom  to  accept 
men  for  who  they  were  as  individuals 
rather  than  members  of  a  race  or  a  par- 
ticular religion.  This  still  holds  true  today. 
The  brothers  of  Pi  Lambda  Phi  are  a  very 
diverse  group  with  a  brotherhood  con- 
sisting of  men  from  various  races  and 
creeds.  The  Fraternity  has  an  active 
membership  with  brothers  who  are  in- 
volved on  campus  academically,  socially 
and  athletically.  Pi  Lambda  Phi  prides 
itslef  on  developing  its  members'  lead- 
ership and  personal  skiffs,  ft  was  found- 
ed on  Saint  Leo's  campus  In  the  spring  of 
1995  and  chartered  two  years  later  as 
the  Florida  Epsilon  Eta  Chapter.  This  Fra- 
ternity has  had  an  enormous  effect  in 
both  the  school  and  surrounding  com-
